HE Exhortation in the Text, Not to be 


and neceſſary, that our Bleſſed Saviour 

f and his Apoſtles, in the cleareſt and 
ſtrongeſt Manner, frequently guarded Mankind 
againſt an Alteration of Conduct ſo abſurd in itſelf, 
and ſo fatal in its Conſequences. He that endureth 
unto the End, the ſame ſhall be ſaved, faith our Lord 
himſelf, Matt. xxiv. 13. Holy Job, many Ages 
before, had alſo obſerved the Neceſſity of this Per- 
ſeverance in Goodneſs; the kightcors, faith he, ho!d- 
cth on his Way. We find the like Declaration among 
the ſacred Maxims of the Wiſe and Royal Penman : 
He that kecpeth his Way preſerveth his Soul, while the 


Back-ſlider in Heart ſhall be filled with his own De- 
B vic es. 


weary in Mell. doing, is ſo very important 
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wices, And if any Man draw back, ſaith the Omni- 


potent Lord of Heaven and Earth, my Soul ſhall have 
no Pleaſure in him. 


Nor is any Part of this repeated Caution in the 
leaſt ſuperfluous; for what a variable Creature is 'Y 
Man? How changeable his Conduct and Reſolu— 
tions? The Viciſſitudes in what is called the great 
World, the Revolutions of States and Kingdoms, or 

that Variety of Seaſons and Difference of Elements 
that appear in the natural World, are not more con- 
{picuous and remarkable than the Changes and Al- 
terations viſible in the Individuals that compoſe the 
human Species: In no Reſpe& therefore does Man 
better juſtify the ancient Repreſentation of him, as 
a World in Miniature, than in that Difference which 
appears in his Purſuits; that Changeableneſs in his 
Behaviour and Inclinations : However juſt and ſevere 
the Reproach is, which ſuch ill-grounded Conduct 
fixes upon his Prudence as well as his Virtue. 
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We are now aſſembled, as Men and Chriſtians, 
in the Houle of God, to expreſs our devout Thank- 
fulneſs for that Succeſs which bath already attended 
a molt excellent Work of Charity ; and to implore 
the Divine Bleſſing for its future Proſperity and 
large Increaſe, And it, in general, it is our Wil- 
dom and our Duty not to deſert the Paths of Vir- 
tue, or grow weary in Well-doing, the preſent par- 
ticular Inſtance of pious Beneficence, undoubtedly 
demands your perſevering Care and continued A{- 
ſiſtance So long, as the Wants and Diſtreſſes of 
your Fellow-Creatures demand Relief, and the in- 
{iructive Declaration of your benign Redeemer con- 
tinucs

tinues to be verified Ihe Poor ye have alwa)s 
with yon. 


The generous Support, which your Compaſſion 
hath already ſo piouſly adminiſtred, is a juſt Pre— 
ſumption that you will never grow weary in IWell- 


doing, or withdraw your Hand from this Labour of 


Love. But yet, as he that thinketh he jiandeth 
moſt ſecurely, ſhould always take Heed leaſi he fall, 
permit me to revive in your Minds foine few Re- 
flections, which while they juſtly produce Delight 
and Satisfaction in what you have already done, will 
likewiſe animate your future Zeal and Bounty. And 
if any of theſe weighty Conſiderations {hall awaken 
the ſame Regard where none hath yet appeared, 
for this compaſſionate, uſeſul, neceſſiry, and (praiſed 
be God) 1 can now add, ſucceſsful Undertaking, 
you will with Reaſon be doubly pleaſed, both in 
being put in Remembrance yourſelves of the ſub- 
ſtantial Motives of your own Conduct ; and alſo 
that other Perſons are hence excited to go and do 
likewiſe : For the manitold Utility ot this mercitul 
Inſtitution wants only to be fairly conſidered, in 
order to be fully approved. And, without Doubt, 
every Motive for your Perſeverance ſhould have a 


perſuaſive Force with other Chriſtians, to do their 


firſt Forks, and follow your good Example: It might, 
perhaps without Abſurdity, be added, to compen- 
late the paſt Omiſſion, by a more bountiful Aſſiſtance 
for the future. For it Backwardneſs, Reluctance 
and Neglect had univerſally appear'd, many poor 
Wretches had ſtill languiſhed in Miſery, or totally 
periſhed : Hundreds ot your deſtitute, afflicted 
Neighbours had never enjoy'd that comfortable and

Skilfal Relief, to which They certainly owe thelr 
preſent Health and Vigour ; and many Families, the 
Means of their whole Subſiſtence. 


Due Support and Encouragement of this ap- 
proved Scheme of Charity can never, with any Rea- 3 
{on or Propriety, be diſcontinued, or denied and 7 
with-held, by thoſe whom Providence has intruſted 
with the Portion of the Poor, until it {hall ap- 
pear, either,

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I. That Pity and Compaſſion, in general, are void 
ot all Foundation in Nature, Reaſon, and 
Religion: That ſhewing Mercy and relieving

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| II. That this Method of expreſſing Charity by 

joint Contributions, in Hoſpitals and Infir- 
maries, with Proviſion of proper Reception, 
Nouriſhment, and Medicines, under the Ad- 
vice and Direction of able Phyſicians and Sur- 
geons, with the conſtant Care and Aſſiſtance 
of neceſlary Servants, doth by no Means an- 
{wer juſt Expectation, or prove beneficial 


to the Sick and Needy: Or elle, 
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III. That this particular Infirmary, the immediate 
Object of your Concern, hath the peculiar 
Misfortune to be regulated and conducted 
in ſuch a Manner, with ſuch Negligence, 
ſuch Partiality, fuciz Fraud, or Ignorance, 
that the Name of a good Chriſtian, or a 
Charitable Man, ought not to be inrolled 
among its Benefactors. An 
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An Ability to relieve that moſt deplorable Con- 


. dition of Mankind, the aggravated Misforture of 


Sickneſs and Poverty, can, I ſay, only be excuſed 
upon one or more ot thele three Suppolitions ; un- 
leſs private ſeparate Donations (where they are really 
given) could produce the ſame good Effects: And 
this Point large Experience hath fully determin'd. 
A good Man therefore, who always deſires to guide 
his Affairs with Diſcretion, will render his Benefi- 
cence as extenſive as he can. Tis impoſſible I 
{ſhould be miſunderſtood ; my Meaning is not that 
every Hand ſhould contribute to every Hoſpital or 
Infirmary in the Univerſe ; but where there is an 
immediate Relation, and of Courſe an immediate 
Dependance and juſt Expectation, in a Neighbour- 
hood; where the deplorable Lazarns, in want of 
Neceſſaries and full of Sores, lies groaning and ex- 
piring, in a Manner at the Rich Man's Gate ; which 
Character, in the View of the Goſpel, extends to 
every Neighbour poſſeſſed of ſufficient Subſtance 
to adminiſter ſome Relief. 


But for ever to prevent this hard-hearted Neg- 


lect, this cruel Inſenſibility, reflect a little how void 
of all Foundation every one of the before- mention'd 


Suppolitions appear. And

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I. Can there be any Doubt, in Opinion and Judg- 
ment at leaſt, whether Charity and Compaſſion 
deſervedly hold the chief Place among the moſt 
neceſſary Duties, the moſt eminent and amiable Vir- 
tues? 


Before this merciſul Audience, or indeed in a 
Chriſtian Country, it is to be hoped much Time 


need not be ſpent, to recommend theſe humane and 


pious Offices. 


Good God ! what a wretched and ſhocking Scene 
of Diſtraction, Milery, Woe and Delolation would 
this Earth ſoon become, it the Feelings of the Heart, 
the Dictates of Reaſon, the State and Condition of 
Man, the Authority of God their common Father, 
were univerſally diſregarded; and Mankind, beyond 


the Example of the moſt furious and ſavage Ani- 


mals, diveſted themſelves of all Concern and Sym- 
pathy for their own Species! | 


Can any human Creatures, with all the Infirmities, 
Wants and Neceſſities inſeparable from human Na- 
ture about them, {or to Trouble as the Sparks fly 
upwards, who, whatever Advantages of Fortune 
they may enjoy, ſtand in abſolute Need of Help 
and Aſſiſtance from their Fellow-Creatures to enjoy 
that Fortune; Can any Man fo far forget his own 
Nature and Circumſtances, what He is and what 
He wants, as to grow inſenſible ot Human Miſery, 
withdraw Himſelf, and {hut up his Bowels from 
his Brethren, in a Manner from his own Fleſh and 
Blood ? Or can any CH&1$STIAN, under peculiar 
Obligations to ſhew Mercy and Compaſſion, diſre- 

| gard 


gard that expreſſive Injunction of the God and Fa- 
ther of us all Bear ye one another's Eurthen, and 
fo fulfl the Law of Chriji? What a benign Com- 
mand! How deeply founded in Goodneſs, as well 
as Reaſon! How agreeable to the Circumſtances of 
4 miſerable World ! How conducive to the Com- 
fort, Happineſs, and Ornament of the Race of Man! 
Hear ye one another's Biutheus, and ſo ſutfil the 
Law of Chiiſt ! This merciful Command naturally 
enough leads us to the next Enquiry, whether de- 
ſerting the good Work now under Confideration, or 
refuſing it all Support and Encouragement, can be 
better juſtified by objecting, 


II. To Hoſpitals and Infirmaries in general; and 
{ſuppoſing that this united public Care of the ſick 
Poor does not anſwer reaſonable Expectation, or 
prove beneficial to afflicted Patients. 


All Suggeſtions of this Kind ſhould in Reaſon be 
attended with 7wo very material Circumſtances. 
Firſt, They ſhould be offered with the utmoſt Mo- 
deſty and Diffidence, ſince the greateſt. beſt and wiſeſt 
Men, of every Rank, Character and Deſcription, in 
both Parts of this United Kingdom, and in all the 
Countries of Europe, appear with public Zeal, in 
Favour and Support of theſe compaſſionate and uſe- 
ful Inſtitutions : And likewiſe, before this Method 
of relieving Poverty and Sickneſs is declaimed 
againſt, either in plain Language, or by à Coldneſs 
and Negle& equally expreſſive, ſome other Provi- 
ſion ſhould be made, lels expenſive, more certain 
ol Succels and more comtortable to the Neceſſitous 
nd Sickly: For not only Charity, but common 
Jultice, 
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of this Advantage, by diſcouraging that Relief which 
is afforded in theſe Infirmaries, when no better or 
other Plan is ſubſtituted in their Room. 


But in Truth, the general Approbation and Suc- 
cels of theſe pious and friendly Undertakings ſhould, 
in Decency at leaſt if not in Pity to the Poor, to- 
tally filence every unjuſt and cruel Repreſentation, 
"till Thoſe who make any have eſtabliſhed a more 
effectual Scheme for adminiſtring this neceſſary Aſ- 
ſiſtance; and then they would certainly obtain, what 
they would juſtly deſerve, the Concurrence and 
Applauſe of every good and charitable Man: But, 
happy for the Poor, this Matter is no longer doubt- 
iu], nor depends upon meer Opinion and Specula- 
tion. Facts plain, certain, numerous, public Facts 
evince the manifold Utility of theſe ſalutary Inſtitu- 
tions. What immenſe Numbers, Thouſands and 
Ten Thouſands, of diſtreſſed Creatures, give an 
Annual Teſtimony and convincing Proof of the real 


and vaſt Advantages of Charity, thus wilely ap- 
plied ! 


I need not mention, how fully it now appears, 
that the Aſſiſtance adminiſtred in this prudent and 
frugal Way, is much more extenſive, and much more 
certain in its Application; relieves many more Ob- 
jects, and all of them in a more comfortable and 
effetual Manner, than can be obtain'd by private 
and particular Gifts; which, beſides, are always lia- 
ble to be perverted or miſapplied: Or how much 
this Method delivers the Poor from Anxiety, which 
too often increaſes their Diſorder; and from bad 


Medicines 


Juſtice, forbids the depriving and robbing the Poor 
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Wit; 
Medicines unskilfully adminiſtred, but with an Ex- 
pence very heavy to their diſtreſſed Condition. Can 
poor Creatures, oppreſſed with Pain and Want, 

while they are languiſhing ſeparately in their own 

diſmal Cottages, any ways enjoy the Benefit of daily 

Care and Inſpection by the ableſt Phyſicians and: 

Surgeons ; of well - prepared Medicines regularly 

adminiſtred, wholeſome Diet, exact Regimen and 
conſtant Attendance, which theſe public, wiſe and 

merciful Foundations ſo comfortably afford 2 But I: 
will not expatiate upon a Point that is now ſo well 
known, having been ſo fully experienced, that theſe 

Infirmaries are not only a compaſſionate, but like- 

wiſe a very prudent Appointment ; of great Relief 
and Comfort to the Sick and Miſerable ; of ſingu- 
lar Benefit to leſſen the growing Burthen of Paro- 
chial Expences; of much Service to the whole Na- 

tion, by continuing and increaſing its chief Strength, 
a Number of uſeful Hands, the laborious Poor; and 
by enlarging Medicinal Knowledge, highly uſeful, 
pot to ourſelves and Children only when we are 
vitited with Sickneſs, but to Mankind, in general. 


Nor is it neceſſary to urge how great Beauty and 
Excellence, as well as real Uſefulneſs, appear in e ſta- 
bliſhing and ſupporting theſe Houſes of Compaſſion ; . 
ſo admirably ſuited and proportioned to the State 
of a miſerable World, diſtreſſed with Variety of 
Pain and Sickneſs. Be not weary in WELL-DOING,

tend, the oftener they enjoy the Satisfaction of ob- 
ſerving in how laudable a Manner all its Branches 
are conducted: Yet Juſtice requires that the con- 
ſtant Application, the vigilant and uſeful Care of 
the skilful and r ſhould be diſtinctly 


mention d, as it well deſerves to be publicly ap- 
plauded. 


Theſe Learned Gentlemen, like the beloved Phy- 
ſician whoſe Praiſe is in the Goſpet and whoſe Feſ- 
tival we this Day celebrate, have extended their 
Regard to the Miſerable beyond the Limits of their 
own Profeſſion; and have juſtly merited that ho- 
nourable and amiable Appellation FATHERS os 
THE Pook. Their Chriſtian Humanity hath under- 
gone the great but uſeful Trouble of regulating and 
inſpecting the domeſtic Concerns of this charitable 
Inſtitution; ſtill ſubmitting, and deſirous to ſubmit, 
all their Proceedings, every Receipt and every Dil- 
burſement, to ſtrict Examination and public View. 
Their eminent Knowledge and Fidelity in Phyſic, 


the numerous Cures which by God's Bleſſing have 


been happily accompliſhed do ſufficiently declare: 
But beyond all this, the regular Attendance and 
Demeanour of the Servants, the ſuitable Diſtribution 


of Proviſions, the good Behaviour of the Patients, the 
Peace and Order of the Houſe in ſhort, every 


Concern 
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Concern of this large and changeable Family hath 
been conducted with that Integrity and Prudence, 
that Tenderneſs and Impartiality, and at the ſame 
Time with the utmoſt OEconomy, and a Frugality 
no where exceeded, as juſtly give the moſt Satil- 
tation to thoſe who are moſt acquainted with the 
real State of this Infirmary; and ſhould entirely 
ſtifle the Suſpicions of Ignorance, or the Inſinuations 
of that Indifference which wilſully ſhuts its Eyes 
and refuſes to be informed, | 


Human Schemes are ſeldom perfect; Error and 
Miſtake may mix themſelves with the beſt Deſigns; 
and the beſt Deſigns are liable to be miſunderſtood, 
miſrepreſented and unjuſtly cenſured. It is, at leaſt, 
equally poſſible the Miſtake may lie in the Diſap- 
probation and Diſregard of a Charity, certainly well 
intended and apparently well conducted. How- 
ever, would the Governors themſelves take the 
general Management more entirely into their own 
Hands, it would prove an acceptable Relief to 
thoſe Learned and Worthy Gentlemen, who have 
already ſufficiently experienced the. diſproportioned 
Weight and Fatigue of that conſtant Burthen which 
(bappily indeed for the Poor) hath hitherto fallen 
to their Lot, 


And if any generous and friendly Hand would 
teſtify a real Regard, by becoming an actual Bene- 
factor, and thereby evince that the Improvement, 


and not the Diſcouragement of this compaſſionate 


Inſtitution, was truly intended, all uſetul Inſtruction 
from ſuch a Quarter would be received with pe 
88 cu 
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culiar Gratitude, as being intituled to double Ho- 
nour, both for good Ad vice and uſetul Contribu- 
tion: But never let Slander utter its poiſonous 
Voice, meerly to deprive the Poor of Health and 
Suſtenance ; ſcattering, in too literal a Senfe, Firc- 
brands, Arrows and Death. : 


But I detain you too long with this unpleaſant 
View. Turn then your Thoughts to a better Scene 
A Scene that muſt afford the moſt rational and 
ſubſtantial Delight, encourage your Perſeverance in 
this good Work, and increaſe the Catalogue ol its 
bountitul Friends. Behold ; with pious Joy behold 
the bleſſed Effects of your well-judged Charity; 
you may now view with Pleaſure thoſe Objects, 
whom before common Humanity could not have 
looked upon without much Regret and Pain, 


In the ſhort Space of Time that hath run ſince 
_ Chriſtian Charity firſt opened thele ſalutary Doors, 
(not quite three Years) ſee more than Nine Hun- 
ared,—— Nine HuNDRED AND S1xTY.of your Fel- 
low-Creatures, of the Houſhold of Faith, who have 
enjoy d the comfortable Advantages of your benign 
Contributions; far the greateſt Part of that large 
Number, who by God's Bleſſing have obtained a 
compleat Cure: Several, for grievous Maladies of 
long Continuance, and not a. few of a very difficult 
and obſtinate Nature. Many have been brought to 
this Roſpital (too feeble and too much exhauſted 
to convey themfelves) in fore, Pain and Miſery; 
burning with Fevers, ſhaking with Convulſions, 
tortured with racking Cholics, trembling with Pal- 
8 ſies, 
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ſies, ſwelling with Dropſies, gnawed with Cancers, 
waſting. with Conſumptions; every Limb, every 
Part affected; the whcle Head ſick, and the whole 
Heart faint, from the Sole of the Foot even unto the 
Head no Soundneſs in it, but Wounds and Bruiſes and 
putriſying Sores, However different thele various 
Complaints, one mourntul Circumſtance, wretched 
Poverty, enhanced them all; with this fad Aggrava- 
tion, That the more violent and dangerous any Dil- 
order was, the deſtitute Sufferer became leſs able, 
by his own uſual hard Labour, to provide for his 
Cure and Subſiſtance.

It is now almoſt Three Years ſince an Inrixmary 

was firſt open'd at Worceſter, ſo that we hope the 
Experience which the Connty has already had of 
its Utility, will make all other Arguments, to 
recommend it, needlefs : But, as the preceding 
Diſcourſe may be a Means of making the ſucceſc- 
ful Progrefs of this CHARIT y more generally 
known, it is thought proper to ſubjoin, by Way 
of Appendix, the following ſhort Account of this 
Infant-Hoſpital, and the Manner in which it was 
at firſt conducted, and is now regulated. 


HE Biſhop of the Dioceſe having made a Propo- 

ſal for Erecting an INFIRMARY at Vor- 

ceſter, upon the Plan of Thoſe ſo happily ex- 
perienced in other Counties; and having enforced this 
uſeful Work in a Sermon preach'd at the Summer 
Aſſizes, A. D. 1745, and afterwards by Circular Letters 
to the Clergy of his Dioceſe, a Subſcription was ac- 
cordingly open'd for that Purpoſe, and ſeveral of the 
Noblemen and principal Gentlemen and Clergy of the 
County greatly encouraged it, by their Bounty and: 
Example. Soon after.this, a general Application was 
made to the Inhabitants of the City, who generoufly 


contributed a conſiderable Sum (nearly 200 J.) towards

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furniſhing the Houſe, and defraying the firſt neceſſary 
Expences.— About this Time the Storm that-threaten'd

| impeded the Progreſs of this Charity, - However, fear- 
ö ing that if we ſtopt here, we might never be able again 
ty. to reſume our good Work to much Purpoſe, we per- 
ſiſted in our Deſign, notwithſtanding all the Incon- 
veniences ariſing from the Diſtraction of the Nation. 
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themſelves chearfully and unanimouſly to promote and , 
eſtabliſh it; and the Event juſtified this Expectation ; . 
for, from this Appointment to the Opening of the | 
Houſe, they devoted one or two Days in every Week 

to the Service of the future Infirmary, when they con- 

ſtautly met together to ſettle a Body of Rules extracted 
out of thoſe experienced to be moſt beneficial in other # 
Hoſpitals; to compile a proper Diſpenſatory ; and to ] 
ſupply the Houſe with all other Things neceſſary : But 
as the Sums already ſubſcribed were not large, they 
thought it expedient to proceed cautiouſly, chuſing ra- 
ther to have the Hoſpital ſmall, than to run any Risk 
of exceeding their Funds, For this Reaſon they con- 


trated for a Houſe not very large, nor at all magnifi- * 
cent, 


. At the firſt General Meeting of the Subſcribers, the ; 
it Phyſicians were, by univerſal Conſent, deſired to take 2 
PE the intended Hoſpital under their Care : For as all theſe } 
115 Gentlemen had this charitable Inſtitution much at Heart, 5 
1 ſo no Doubt could be made, but that They would apply 
11 
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cent, but which, „by a few Alterations, might be made 
convenient, and capable to hold about thirty Beds: Yet 
they thought it not prudent at firſt to ſer up more thau 
twelve Beds, ſix for Men and fix for Women; and as 
the Occaſions of the County call'd for them, they have, 
at different Times, increaſed the Number, which, at pre- 
ſeat, amouats to thirty-two. 


It is the Happineſs of this Place, that the Gentlemen 
of the Faculty, who live upon the beſt Terms of Friend - 
ſhip, are ready to conſult with, and to communicate 
their Obſervations to each other. The good Effects of 
this Agreement are felt in their private Practice; and 
the Infirmary in particular has been ſenſibly benefitted 
by it: For with Aſſurance it may be ſaid, that no Hoſ- 
pital in the Kingdom has been better attended than this. 


Ever fince it was firſt open'd, one Phyſician and all the 


Surgeons conſtantly attend the [n-Patients every Day, if 
it be neceſlary; and there is a General Meeting of all 
thoſe who are in Town twice a Week, viz. on the Days 
for receiving the New Patients, and preſcribing for the 
Out-Patients; when, if any particular Caſe requires it, a 
Conſultation of all the Phyſicians and Surgeons is had 
thereon. 


For the two firſt Years the whole Direction of the 
lafirmary continued in the Hands of the Phyſicians ; but 
finding the Load too heavy, they deſired the Aſſiſtance 
of the Subſcribers to eaſe them of ſome Part of it. Ac- 
cordingly a Committee of the principal Benefactors was 


appointed, ſome of whom might meet every Saturday 
to 
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to regulate the Affairs of the Houſe. The Rules which 
had been ſo long happily experienced, were at the laſt 
Anniverſary Meeting order'd to be printed, an Ab- 
ſtract of which is fubjoin'd to this Appendix, together 
with the State of the Patients, and the Accounts, from 
the firſt Opening of the Houſe to the laſt Generat 
Meeting; from whence it appears, that the ſtricteſt 
OEconomy has been uſed. in diſpenſing the Sums con- 
tributed; and that no Care has been wanting in order 
to relieve the diſtreſſed Objects of this Charity, and 
render the Benefactions as extenſively uſeful as poſſible. 
The Hoſpital now is very conſiderably enlarged, but 
with the additional Expence of hiring an adjoining 
Houſe ;, ſo that if Subſcriptions ariſe in Proportion, fifty. 
or ſixty Patients may be conveniently receiv'd in the two. 
united Buildings: And as no Imputation of Partiality 
can be charged upon any Part of the Management of this. 
Charity, it may be preſamed and hoped, that Perſons of 
all Denominations will lend a helping Hand to promote 
and recommend ſa. compaſſionate and uſeful a Deſign. 
In order thereto, at the laſt Committee, it was reſolved, 


not only to erect Poor's Boxes in all convenient Places. 


throughout the County, but likewiſe to eſtabliſh Correſ- 
pondents in the ſeveral Towns, to ſolicit and collect 
Contributions, as well as to receive Information and to 


obviate and anſwer any groundleſs ObjeRions or Miſtakes:
